$5,000,000 in the plant of a gas
works, and then by manipulation
cause the gas takers to pay interest
on a capital, in steck and bonds,
of $17,000,000; that is, more than
three times the o:izinal investment.
The owners eof refineries
having a market value of not over
$10,000,000 arrange by a combin-
ation to capitalize their properties
at $50,000,000, and {0 earn on this,
at the experse of the consumers of
sugar, what wonld be a
prefit on an investment of $159,-
000,000. These are but samples
of operations which are going on
all ever the country. Competitior,
in the old sensa of term, is
crushed out of existence, and the
consumers of commedities o1 all
kinds are gradually losing the
chanve to purchase except from
one producer, with the necessity ot
paying bim suca a price as he may
demand. This being the case, it
18 insvitable that a constautly grow-
ing number of people wiil look to
the tyrany of a socialistic govern-
ment as 2 means of relief frem the

despotism of trade monopolies.
